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ABSTRACT 

This dociunent was developed to help teachers locate 
computer software to enhance the teaching of traditional physics at 
all educational levels. It contains a table listing approximately 900 
packages. The table is organized by type of computer (Apple II, 
Atari, Commodore, IBM PC, Macintosh, and TRS-80) and is alphabetized 
first by publisher and then by title. The title used for the software 
is the most recent title from the publisher catalog. The topics 
listed include the traditional subjects in physics as well as some on 
scientific thinking, mathematics topics used in teaching physics, and 
astronomy. The 14 major subjects included are: (1) astronomy; (2) 
electricity and magnetism; (3) general science; (4) mathematical 
physics; (5) measurement; (6) mechanics; (7) modern physics; (8) 
optics; (9) physics (multiple topics); (10) physics laboratory; (11) 
science (deductive reasoning and the scientific method); (12) 
thermodynamics; (13) waves; and (14) teacher utility packages. Many 
entries are also identified as to minor objects addressed. The table 
also lists the appropriate grade level for the package, program type 
(intended use, e.g., tutorial, simulation, game), and cost. (TW) 
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Uuring the past several years a large number of 
educational software packages have become available 
for physics teacher: to use in their classrooms The use 
of computers to enhance teaching of traditional physics 
topics offers many exciting possibilities. Concrete 
simulations coupled with interactive tutorials and 
problem solving add a new dimension to the 
understanding of traditional subjects. The widespread 
use of microcomputers in high schools and university 
campuses provide new opportunities for increased 
learning and experimentation with new teaching and 
evaluation techniques. 

After a cursory survey of the market, however, a 
physics teacher will quickly realize that there are 
hundreds of possible programs to choose from, offered 
by doze.is of publishers. To help assess the status of all 
these offerings, the Physics Courseware Laboratory at 
NCSU has been compiling a database of available 
commercial packages for the past few years. The data 
base consists of the title and publisher for each package, 
according to the kind of microcomputer on which it will 
run. Included are the major and minor subject areas, 
the appropriate instructional level, and the intended 
usage or type of program. 

Listed in the table are approximately 900 packages. 
The table is organized by computer and then is 
alphabetized first by publisher and then by title. Some 
of the different packages are virtually the same since 
they can run on several difft.ent types of 
microcomputers. The only difference may be in the 
resolution of the screen display and the operating speed 
of the microprocessor. Because most physics teachers 
have only one type of microcomputer available for their 
class (if. in fact, they have any at all!), the list isoiganized 
by the type of computer. The Apple 11 is, by far, the most 
common microcomputer in the public high schools. The 
IBM PC is now available in some high schools, as well 
as in the universities. There are certain kinds of 
computers that are compatible with the IBM PC, but the 
degree of compatibility of software and hardware is hard 
to determine. For instance, the Tandy 1000, a popular 
educational microcomputer from Radio Shack, runs 
perhaps as much as 80*^0 of the educational programs 
written for the IBM PC. Teachers will have to experiment 
with the courseware package in which they are 
interested, to see if their IBM-PC compatible 
microcomputer will run it. It is also possible to run some 
programs for one type of computer on another type 
using an additional interface board, such as the Quadlink 
board by Quadram for the IBM PC and the Trackstar 
board by Diamond Computer Systems for the Tandy 
1000. which will allow these microcomputers to run 
software written for the Apple II. using DOS 3.3.

Publisher. In most cases, the publisher of the package 
ha? been listed. However, if the publisher is not known 
or the address of the publisher is not known, a 
distributor is listed. A list of addresses and telephone 
numbers of the publishers and distributors is provided 
at the end of the table. 

The title chosen is the most recent title from the 
publisher's catalog. Titles of courseware packages are 
not as permanent as those for books. The title can vary 
from that written in the manual to that printed on the 
diskette or the title listed in the sales catalog b> the 
publisher It may also be different from year to year.

Major and N\ifw Suvjt. isted in the table are 
courseware packages th: ^over subjects of special 
interest to physics teacher T!ie topics include all the 
traditional subjects in physics as well as scientific 
thinkinj. mathematics topics used in teaching physics, 
astronomy, and teacher utilities. 

Fig I ots the major subject areas subdivided into 
minor subject areas. These subject categories were 
chosen to correspond to the usual topics taught at a high 
school or at the lower division level in a university 

Some courseware packages include several topics in 
physics, some even cover a wh^le course If there is a 
predominant subject, the software package has been 
categorized under that subject heading Otherwise, the 
package is listed as "Physics. " If a package includes 
nonphysics subjects as well as physics, it i? listed as 
General. 

When a software package also includes hardware for 
interfacing, so that the microcomputer can be used to 
measure quantities such as light intensity, temperature, 
sound frequency, or voltage, it Is listed as a "Physics 
Lab. A minor subject is given when the package is 
concerned primarily with a subtopic If several subtopics 
are covered, such as electric fields and electric chaige. 
only the major subject. "Electricity and Magnetism."' is 
listed. 

Level The instructional level of a software package 
IS determined by the topics and depth of the coverage 
Many packages are aimed at several grade levels The 
level listed is the lowest grade for which the software 
is appropriate Level EL is for elementary. |RH for junior 
high school or middle school. HS for high school. 
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UNIV-LD for lower division classes at a university, and 
UNIV-UD for upper division or graduate classes at a 
university. Many packages have excellent simulations 
that may be used for a wide ranfee of instructional levels, 
depending on how the teacher uses and emphasizes the 
material. You should not discount a software program 
just because the instructional level appears to be too 
low. 

Type. Type refers to the intended use of the 
courseware. Programs for individual or small-group use. 
which provide information on a topic or show how to 
solve a problem, are listed as a "Tutorial." Courseware 
that provides a demonstration or simulation to enhance 
a teacher's lecture is listed as a "Demo." Programs that 
help either a student or teacher perform arduous tasks 
such as vector addition problems with up to 20 vectors, 
graphing up to 100 pairs of data points, or keep 
homework, quiz, and test grades and calculate final 
grades are listed as a "Tool." Software which gives a 
simulation of a laboratory experiment, provides a prelab 
lesson in reading scales, calculates a histogram of all of 
the data taken by the class, or converts the 
microcomputer into a laboratory measuring instrument 
is referred to as a "Lab." Some software packages 
contain quizzes or tests in which the questions may be 
printed or delivered directly to the student by computer 
Testing programs may provide hints, diagnostics, and 
answers or only questions. Such programs are listed as 
a "Test." A "Game" is a program that is concerned with 
physics principles in wnich the student can "win" if he 
has a superior understanding of physics. Some programs 
have lots of action like arcade-style games, while others 
are just a simple competition. 

Cost. The price listed for the software package is for 
one copy. Often there is a discount if more than one 
set is ordered. Various backup policies exist for archival 
copies. Most software is copy protected, but many 
publishers replace damaged diskettes at little or no 
charge. In purchasing courseware it may be useful to 
place an order through a distributor iiKe Cambridge 
Development Laboratory, Carolina Biological Supply. 
Fisher Scientific, and Projected Learning Programs. Their 
catalogs contain helpful descriptions of the programs. 
Often publishers and distributors allow you to review 
software before purchasing it. Addresses and telephone 
numbers of the distributors are listed at the end of the 
table. 

The Physics Courseware Laboratory is preparing a 
directory of commercial physics courseware for 
publicacion. The directory will include all the categories 
of this listing as well as a description of each package.
